Washington, March 26.—It can b« stated 


on positiye information that thia govern- 
ment will, if indeed it ha* not already, 
inform Spain that conditions now exist- 
ing In Cuba haye become intolerable to 
the people of this country and that hos- 
tilities on the island must cease. This 
policy is in direct line with President 
McKinley's views aa expressed in his 
last message to congress. Since this 
message the evidence has accumulated to 
show beyond question that Spain's prom- 
ises to relieve the conditions in Cuba have 
not been fulfilled. On the contrary the 
situation has bee )me more serious every 
day. 
In view of these faets, this govern- 


ment has decided to take, if it has not 
alraady taken, definite action to inform 
Spain that while disavewiogr any interest 
other than that dictated by a sense of 
honor and justice to the stricken and 
starving people of Cuba. War niust cease 
in Cuba. 


So far as is known no specific date has 


been fired whea the war must terminate 
in Cuba, but it is the purpose of the ad- 
ministration 
not 
to 
permit 
aujr 


unnecessary delay. The opposition _to 
giving Cub-i her independence on an in- 
demnity basis comes from a faction op- 
posing the present Spanish government 
and who demand that extreme measures 
be taken if necessary to retain control of 
the island. In view of these conditions 
what will be the answer to our demand 
cannot he foretold. 


THere Js not tn« slightest indication 


anywhere that Spam will back down. 
She shows by all her moves that sh« ex- 
pects war, and intends to figrht both 
against Uncle Sara interfering with her 
management of Cuba and what she 
terms his dictating how Spain shall 
govern her own colonies. This is with- 
out doubt the most critical time that an 
administration has had to face in S3 
years. President McKinley does not 
•want war, but all events point to his 
fast becoming powerless to prevent it. 


The administration is most concerned 


about the effect of the circumstantial 
evidence reported by the court, which, 
though the court did not consider justi- 
fication for fixing the responsibility, 
may, it is feared, lead people generally 
to infer that Spaniards conspired to 
destroy the Maine. 
The Spanish gov- 


ernment is as clearly exonerated as Cap- 
tain Sigsbee and his officers, and it is 
clearly shown that there was no fixed 
and govermental mine under the Maine, 
but that it was blown up by a floating 
mine operated from a wharf or sailboat, 
and, 
while the court could not follow 


them up successfully, clews are given 
which it is believed would enable the 
Spanish authorities to apprehend the 
guilty men. Spain, according to the 
administration's present 
information, 


will take her stand on the accident 
theory advanced by her court of inquiry, 
and will not avail herself of the op- 
portunity to set hesself right before the 
world. 
This will hasten the action of 


our government for the settlement of 
the general question. 


Yesterday was a day of profoundly 


important action, of the deepest anxiety 
cipupled with naval and military activity, 
one step following another in rapid suc- 
cession. Representative men of the ad- 
ministration, public men in all branches 
of official and congressional life, no less 
than the public in general, shared in the 
tension to whiph the situation has been 
brought. 
There was no effort among 


the highest officials, nor Indeed was it 
possible, owing to what was clearly ap- 
parent in the developments of the day, 
to minimize the situation. 


Viewed In detail, the finding of the court 


of Inquiry was the most vital feature. 
Commander Marlx, judge advocate of 
the court of inquiry, delivered the re- 
port to Secretary Long in the morning, 
and shortly afterward It was carried to 
the "White Ijtouse and placed in the hands 
of the president. 
At 10:30 the cabinet 


assembled, half an hour earlier than 
usual, and began considering the mo- 
mentous document.

rules of secrecy which prevail at cab-

Instead of stopping the 
flotilla, the present purpose of'Spain 
tends toward reinforcing it with other 
vessels, not as a menace, but because of 
what the Spanish government feels is 
a reqir'rement called for by th* condi- 
tion v v affairs. 
Hardly lass suggestive 


than the approach of the torpedo flotilla 
was the Information received that the 
Spanish government had hurried to 
completion extensive fortifications on 
the island of Porto Rico. 


The orders Issued-by the navy depart- 


ment during the day covered every 
branch of naval armament. 
The "fly- 


ing squadron" was definitely estab- 
lished, with Commodore Schley in com- 
mand. 
He will hoist his commodore's 


flag on the Brooklyn next Monday. The 
squadron is to consist of exactly five 
Ships. 
Those of the squadron will be 


the crack armored cruiser Brooklyn, the 
battleships Massachusetts and Texas 
and the cruisers Colombia and Minne- 
apolis. 
Other ships which are BOW or 


hereafter at Hampton roads will not 
be of the "flying squadron," but will 
belong to the north Atlantic station 
under Captato Sampson.

ent aijfiut the'Spanish torpedo flotilla, 
whioh is sailing from the Canary Islands 
to Porto Kieo. One dispatch declares 
tnat a 'prominent ng-vsl officer' (it is 
noteworthy thai In such dispatches no 
name is ever given) says that 'It the 
United Bt4tes Allows the Spanish boats 
to get off Porto Rico it wifl be *he big- 
gest mistake ever made, as the torpedo 
fleet would be 'a greater menace to the 
jBrfety of our fleet than if the entire 
Spanish navy were brought in these 
waters.1 There is a somewhat cowardly 
tone to this .utterance; a tone that jus- 
tifies a good deal of doubt whether any 
American naval officer ever Said any- 
thing like the assertion which has Just 
been quoted. If, however, the dispatch 
IB founded upon an actual assertion, it 
!• perhaps not altogether strange that 
an officer who would show the white 
feather la such fashion would b« rather 
anxious to conceal his Identity."

Scheme Declared by Democratic Senators to 


Be Unconstitutional. 


New Orleans, March 26.—The consti- 


tutional 
convention ha» 
practically 


adopted the suffrage article whioh is to 
become a part^ of the new constitution. 
The proposition oame up yesterday af- 
ternoon on third reading and for de- 
bate, and it may undergo some change, 
but the likelihood is that it will be finally 
voted upon favorably, a vote of yester- 
day morning of 65 to 45 indicating the 
"present temper of the convention with 
respect to it. 


The suffrage article makes voters of 


citizens of the state and of th« United 
States, native born or naturalized, who 
have lived in the state two years, in the 
parish* one year and in the voting pre- 
cinct in which th«y offer to vot* six 
months. The new constitution gener- 
ally is to become effective at the begin- 
ning of next year. The voter must be 
able to read and write in bis mother 
tongue or English and must make his 
application to register in his own hand- 
writing; or If he is unable to read and 
Write he must own property to th* value 
of $390. All who were voters in 1M7 OT 
prior thereto, and their sons and grand- 
sons are given the right to register and 
vote without other qualifications, pro- 
vided they have lived in the state rive 
years prior to the election at whioh they 
may offer to vote, and provided they 
shall register before Sept. 1 of the pres- 
ent year. Undltr the same conditions of 
residence persons of foreign birth who 
have been naturalised before the end 
of the current year may register and 
vote. 


A poll tax provision as a pra-requislte 


to voting is incorporated in the constitu- 
tion, but it becomes effective only af t»» 
(the general election in Louisiana In 
1900. 
In all political conventions in the 


state apportionment or representation 
shall be on the basis of population. 
These are the main provisions of the 
oonstitutisn which Its promoters believe 
will' have the effect of enfranchising a 
majority of the whites in a legal way and 
af d.sonfranchislng a majority of the 
Ha-ks. 


Suffrage reform was the main reason 


T.ir the existence of the convention. In 
recognition of that fact It determined 
to abjure all other legislation until a 
ballot law was framed, but It tosk 44 
days to reach a conclusion upon this one 
subject, and other matters will have but 
scant qppotyurtKy for'full consideration.

tutional by able lawyers and abandoned. 
Other able lawyers then found it con- 
stitutional, and it was reinstated. Then 
somebody bethought himself to ask 
Senators Caffery and McEnery about it. 
They consulted Democratic leaders in 
congress, and the unanimous verdict 
was that the section was unconstitu- 
tional and could hardly b« defended. 
In case of contested elections being re- 
ferred to congrees, the adoption' of the 
clause would mean a lack ef Demo- 
cratic defenders before the national 
legislature. It was too great a risk to 
take, and the famous section was again 
abandoned, and the suffrage commit- 
tee's work was all for naught. 


Same statesmen suggested the South 


Carolina plan as a substitute; others 
favored the understanding clause. The 
fig-ht waxed hot, the division was again 
equal and up to Friday morning the end 
•was not in eight. In desperation, the 
majority of each faction boldly took up 
section 5 again, the pell-tax provision 
aftar 1900 was offered as an extra in- 
duc«ttent, and the combine mustered 
enough strength to win, and such is now 
the law of Louisiana. It w«a only 
Thursday that a tetter from Senator 
McKnery was received explaining the 
opposition in- congrees to the prevision, 
aO£ begging tb* conVenUoei net to adopt 
it; but the convention had t* do-some- 
thing; and'lt he* done It.

Wartime Faro In Virginia. 


The income of the professors of the Unl- 


Tersicy of Virginia, says Professor B. Ii. 
Gildersleeve in The Atlantic, wi.i nomi- 
nally the same during the war that it was 
before, but the purchasing power of the 
currency steadily dimiDisbed. If it had 
not been for a grant of woodland, we 
should have frozen as well as starved dur- 
ing the last year of the war, when the 
quest of food had become a serious matter. 
In onr direst straits we had not learned to 
dispense with houpehold service, and the 
household servants wore never stinted of 
their rations, though the masters had to 
content themselves with the most meager 
fare. The farmers, generous enough to 
the soldiers, were not overconsiderate of 
the noncombatants. 
Often the only way 


of procuring onr coarse food was by mak- 
ing contracts to be paid after the war in 
legal currency, and sometimes payment in 
gold was esacletl. The contracts were not 
always kept, and the unfortunate^civilian 
bad to make new contracts at an enhanced 
price. 


Before my first campaign In 1861 I had 


bought a little gold and sllvor In. case of 
capture, and if it had act been for that 
precious hoard I might not have been writ- 
ing this sketch; but, despite the experience 
of the airy gentlemen who alighted in 
P.icbrnoad during the war, even gold and 
silver would not always work wonders. 
Bacoa and corned beef in scant measure 
wero the chiof of onr diet, and not always 
easy to procure. I have ridden- miles and 
miles with silver in my palm seeking 
daintier food for tbe women of isy house- 
hold, but in vain. Thero was nothing to 
do except to tighten one's belt and to write 
editorials showing up the selfishness of 
the farming class and prophesying the im- 
provement of tbe currency.

Use of the Inclined Piano In 


Building &l 'th« Pyramids. 


At a meeting of the Philosophical so- 


ciety of Washington J. E. Watkins pre- 
sented a paper dh "{be Transportation 
and Lifting of Heavy Bodies by the An- 
cient Engineers. " Tha purpose of the pa- 
per was to sfao* how many of the struc- 
tures regarded ns remarkable by expert 
engineers of the present day, and which 
some archaeologists declare must have re- 
quired in their erection the u§e of im- 
mense machines, could have been con- 
structed by primitive tools and simple 


By maans of diagrams the speaker ex- 


plained hoy inclined planes of earth could 
be used in placing in position stone blocks 
or slabs of enormous weight, levels and 
pry bars being employed in sotting them 
up. He then demonstrated how easily, 
comparatively speaking, the pyramids 
oould have been constructed by these sim- 
ple methods, and when completed the 
earth around them which had bean used 
for the inclined planes filled into the pits 
from which it was taken, leaving the 


|_ ground an level as before. 
, 


As an illustration the pyramid'bf Gizeh 


was cited, some of the atoned of which 
were transported a distance of 600 miles. 
In this case the highest embankment nec- 
essary when the workmen^ reached the top 
course, assuming that a 20 per cent grade 
was adopted, Would hate been 760 yards 
long, containing, as It did, some 7,800,000 
cubic yards, prdvidad the sidei of the em- 
bankment would stand at an angle of 80 
degrees, which is not at all improbable. A 
force of lO.Oeo issrj aould^have built sucn 
an embankment in a single twelvemonth, 
a very small part of the tbtal labor, which 
it is stated called for the services of 100,- 
000 men for 20 years. 


In the solution of the problem of put- 


ting in place huge monoliths it was sug- 
gested that the modern engineer could 
well consider the utilization of inclined 
planes before adopting a more complex 
method. — Science.

NEW YORK, March 26.—[Special.]—It 


would not be exactly accurate to say that 
the war spirit is growing in New Yori, 
but it ia undoubtedly true that there is a 
general feeling here in favor of settling 
the question as to what tbe United States 
government is going tc. do just as soon as 
possible. 


"It is hardly necessary for me to state 


that on general principles I am not in fa- 
vor of war," said a prominent member of 
the Produce Exchange to me today. •" Aa 
I am an exporter, it might be that my 
business would be practically wiped out 
soon after the beginning of hostilities. 
But I will say that I hope the worst will 
be known in a few days. Until a short 
time ago war has net seemed more than a 
remote possibility, but I must confess that 
it new looks less improbable, to put my 
thoughts in a somewhat negative form. 
And if we are to have war I say let it ba- 
gin soon, that it may the sooner be over. 
Let us end the suspense at once." 


I quote this man's words because they 


convey a pretty accurate idea of the view 
now generally held among business men 
of till grades in New York. Of perhaps SO 
men with whom I have talked this morn- 
ing, every one of whom has large commer- 
cial or financial interests at stake, men 
who have heretofore refused to discuss an 
outbreak of hostilities.*!* possibility even, 
three in every four have priotioally echoed 
the sentiments of tbe Produce Exchange 
man. The change tff feeling among tha 
solid men of the town which this indicates 
is really significant, especially as it mani- 
fests itself simultaneously with an apparent 
change of front on the part of Tfce Evening 
Post. This newspaper, which is all that 
The Journal is not, has been crying cjuite 
as persistently against war as The Journal 
has been shrieking for It. Every day for a 
Week or more The Post has published some 
grewsome reminiscence of the civil war 
under the title "Lest We Forget," with 
the idea, .say its (morales, of rousing a 
peace at any price sontJnaent, but this fea- 
ture has now been omitted for two or three 
days in succession, and the standing news 
heading, "Our Belations faith Spain," has 
been discarded for suoh lines as "Why the 
President Believes the Time Has Come to 
Act," "Failure of Autonomy Negotia- 
tions," and tho like. 


Like the bankers and other capitalists 


who road the paper, the editors of The 
Post seam to bs getting ready for whatever 
may happen. 


Somebody Must Back Down. 


Captain Mahan, of whom I mads some 


mention a few days ago, is regarded, as the 
best posted authority upon naval a&airs in 
America if not in tho world, and hisYiews 
just before sailing for Europe may there- 
fore bo interesting just here, though of 
course they should not be considered of 
any official weight. In conversation with 
a friend a day or two ago Captain Mahan 
said ia effect: 


"Threje peoples have made positive state- 


ments. 
The people of the United States 


have announced that wholesale butchery 
in Cuba must stop. Tho Spaniards have 
sworn that they will not give up the beau- 
tiful island. The Cubans have declared 
that they will never stop fjghting till free1 
dom is won. New, one of these three has 
got to back down, or there will be serious 
trouble. I don't think there will be a back- 
down by anybody, frankly, I am looking 
for war. I thin* it will bajln soon. 


"I have no ffear a« to the josult. It is 


men, not ships or guns or armor plate, 
that win victories. The American is im- 
measurably the superior of the Spaniard 
in fighting qualities, and it will be the 
American) and not tho Spaniard, who will 
win in the coming war. The explosion of 
the Maine, though a most deplorable 
thing, has very little to do with the pres- 
ent situation. It is, in faot, only an excit- 
ing incident, and I tbink that war would 
have bean inevitable in any event." 


Captain Mahan expects thai'tbe present 


public interest in the navy Will work per- 
manent good to the republic. He dees not 
believe in & navy for defensive purposes 
only. He think* we should hate rfbips 
enough and trained naval men enough to 
act effectively OB tho offensive if it suits 
eur purpose to do BO. We should be so 
strong on the sea, IB hit opinion, that 
neither Spain nor any other country would 
dare to attempt tbe carrying out of any 
policy against which we ehouW choose to 
pmtest.

Rarely has the staid old United States 


senate been so stirred from its depths as 
by the recent speech on the Cuban situa- 
tion by Senator John M. Thurston of 
Omaha.

"Europe may tolerate her existence as 


long as the people of the old world wish. 
God grant that before another Christmas 
•morning the last vestige of Spanish tyr- 
anny and oppression will have vanished 
from the western hemisphere." 


BEATS ALL RECORDS. 


With Nebraska farmers paying off 


mortgages at the rate of a million dollars 
a month and investing their millions in 
farm machinery and other improvements, 
the free-coinage proposition is having a 
hard time in that »8ction, whioh has been 
asmmed to be especially its own. Becent 
dispatches from Omaha say: "It is esti- 
mated that more than one million dollars 
ft month have been leaving Nebraska for 
New York, Boston and Chicago for the 
part sir months on the mortgage acconnj, 
and the amount so leaving is daily in- 
creasing. All local loan companies insist 
that the farmers are liquidating too fast 
and that they will not borrow money at 
any price. Country merchants are laying 
in complete new stacks and farmers are 
buying improved machinery." 


la it any wonder, this being the case, 


that the general business condition of the 
country is being constantly reported as 
increasing? The best authorities agree in 
Baying that the volume of basinesa done 
in the United States today exceeds all 
records. 


JPOBEIGN COMMERCE REVIVING. 


Foreign capital continues to flow into 


the United States in the interests of 
American workmen under the operations 
of the Dingley protective tariff. Silk fac- 
tories are being established through New 
England and Pennsylvania, many of them 
taking the places of the cotton mills re- 
moved farther south. A representative 
of a Swiss silk-manufacturing firm, whioh 
employs 32,000 persons, has 
recently 


•visited tbii country, inspecting three 
large manufacturing •stablishments which 
his firm is operating here, and says 
frankly that the Dingley law has proved 
advantageous to the silk manufactures 
which that great concern now owns in 
the United States. His firm has located 
three of its great establishments in the 
United States under the protective tariff 
system now in operation and is distribut- 
ing euormou* sums of money to the work- 
ing people in this country.

Observations Made by Means of Kites Sent 


Up From Sixteen Stations and Manip. 
ulated by Experts—Meteorologists All 
Over the World Interested. 


WASHINGTON, March 36.—f Special.]— 


One of the most interesting meteorological 
experiments ever made is now being pre- 
pared for by Professor Willis Mooro, tha 
energetic head of the United States weath- 
er bureau. Up to this time all observa- 
tions concerning storms and their causes 
and nature have been made practically at 
the level of the earth. But in this way 
only tho lower edge of tho storm area is 
observed. We are able to ascertain only a 
part of the phenomena. Mr. Moore now 
proposes to measure the temperature, 
pressure and movements of the air at vari- 
ous elevations from the earth, on a sys- 
tematic plan, covering a sufficient area and 
period of time to permit the most impor- 
tant deductions therefrom to be derived. 


These observations will be made by 


means of kites sent up in the air from 16 
kito observing stations. 
These stations 


will be located at the four corners of a rec- 
tangular area about 2,000 miles long and 
700 or 800 wide—from tho Atlantic coast 
to tha Rocky mountains, arfd from the 
northern lakes near to the gulf of Mexico. 
Other stations will ba placed atregular in- 
tervals between the corners. At each sta- 
tion there will bo an outfit of kites with 
whioh self registering instruments may be 
sent to various altitudes at fixed times of 
tho day, and it is believed observations 
will be secured from heights of 4,000, 5,000 
and perhaps 7,000 feet. All these observa- 
tions will be taken simultaneously, and 
they will therefore, when interpreted, give 
ns information concerning the nature and 
progress of storms which we do not now 
possess. 


Meteorologists Interested. 


Meteorologists all over the world are 


watching the result of these experiments 
wifch keen interest. They are admitted to 
constitute the moat important effort to add 
to'man's knowledge of the atmosphere and 
its laws made in many years. 
Of course 


Professor Moore's purpose is to improve 
the science of weather forecasting. 
With 


tha means now available this science has 


j progressed about as far as possible. Noth- 


; ing more can be accomplished till the up- 


; per strata of air are brought within tho 
: knowledge of tho forecaster. 
: 
How importan t these forthcoming experi- 


: ments are likely to be may be judged from 


the fact that by the use of kites it has al- 
. ready been determined that at a consider- 
able altitude, say 5,000 or 6,000 feot, tho 
air shows little changes of. temperature, 
oven white cold waves are moving to and 
fj'o with great extremes of temperature a 
little nearer the earth. Substantially it 
has been discovered to be true that at great 
altitudes, just as at great depths in the 
ocean, the temperatures never change. 
These facts show us how thin a layer of 
atmospheric air it is whioh surrounds our 


. earth and which is affected by causes 


i springing from tho earth. 


I 
It is hoped that by an elaboration of the 


' system of kite observation it will be pos- 


sible to throw light upon the cause of the 
origin of storms. Scientific men have long 
agreed as to the nature of storms. They 
are simply whirling eddies of atmoBpherio 
movement. But they have not agreed as 
to the cause thereof cr as to the laws gov- 
erning storm movements. Changes of tem- 
perature over a given area, caused by ra- 
diation of heat from the earth or sun or 
contributing causes, are believed to be re- 
sponsible for winds. But this theory is not 
well settled and is open to question in the 
case of great storms. Granted that storms 
are wlnrling columns of air—they may be 
only 100 miles or they may be 1,000 or 
even 2,000 miles in diameter—all that we 
are able to observe of them is their lower 
edge, where they come in contact with tha 
earth. 


Where is the vertical contar of such a 


storm? At what elevation above the earth's 
surface cioea it show its greatest intensity? 
As far as kite experiments havo §o far been 
able to throw light upon this problem tha 
center of greatest storm energy is 3,000 or 
4,000 feot above the surface of the earth. 
Bat whether the axis of rotation upward 
nnd downward from this center is vertical 
or slanting as-compared with the level of 
•the earth we do not know. /When wo as- 
certain this, as we hope to do by the kite^ 
observing stations, wo may develop an en- 
tirely new principle concerning tho direc- 
tion taken by any given storm, so that the 
science of forecasting the weather will be 
made infinitely more ezact and useful 
than it is at the present time. 


Professor Moore's Methods. 


Professor Moore is going at this impor- 


tant work in the right spirit and method. 
Hois now engaged in .training a staff of 
men for manipulation of the kites and tha 
instruments. About 65 men will bo need- 
ed in all for the 16 kite stations. It is de- 
sirable that all the work be clone by care- 
ful, oonsaiontions men, for it is quite with- 
in the range of Hie <p»69*ble*iJbat important 
discoveries may bo mado if the work is 
thoroughly done. Tho 16 stations whioh 
are soon to be set in *pvation will be con- 
tinued only a $ew inoqths. Then tho ob- 
servar.ions taken by them will be submit- 
ted to the scientists of the bureau for elab- 
oration and intwproUitionK If it appear 
that tho r*sult is suffliJenlly valuable to 
warrant an extension of the service, con- 
grsss will bo ;iskcd for the nscoKtary ;unds.

It \\as eighteen years later that 


the elder John Jacob Astoi established

this place was alternate!} held as a strat 
egic point by England and the United 


cesstully piosecuted 
The only drawback 


was a scaicity ol fish, which limited the 
supply, so that it was not sufficient to 
meet the rapidly increasing demand 


This condition led directly to the es 


tabhshment of the industry on the Co- 
lumbia—famed beyond all other rivers 
for the abundance of choice fish There 
the king salmon literally swarmed in the 


I he pioneers in the industry reaped a 


golden liaivest, loi the early yeais were 
inghly piobpeious 
Ivoyal i_lnnook sal- 


mon—the largest weighing iiom 50 to bo 
pounds—weie leadily bouglit Horn tlie 
nsliermen lor Iiom ten to twenty cents 
each, while high pi ices were obtained ior 
the pack, as mucli as $14 to $10 pel ease 
being frequently received 
But the m- 


ueafac in canneries naturally brought 
competition, and the larger output com- 
pelled the packers to seek new markets 


iwo problems of vital importance eon- 


fionted the industry at this time 
It was 


hrst necessary to broaden the demand lor 
the product, and to arrange lor Us dis- 
tribution on a scale whieli might ulti- 
mately lead to its extensive utilization in 
all sections of the earth where such a 
rich and palatable food could be intro- 
duced 


Next to this it was of material impor 


tance to improve the methods and facili- 
ties for packing, and experiments with 
this end m view were conducted by those 
of an inventive turn of mind 
These in 


eluded the use of retorts and other im 
proved machinery, the application ol 
steam for various purposes, and a more 
systematic division and arrangement of 
work These impiovements had a marked 
influence on the industry, since they 
cheapened the product materially and 
made practicable its wider distribution 


And thus, from early spring until late 


summer, and often in fall also, the tiny 
sails of innumerable fishing boats—look- 
ing like gull's wings in the distance—dot- 
ted the surface of the mer from the bar 
upward as the little craft plied back and 
forth in almost ceaseless activity 


There is no small amount of peril in 


the business 


Frequently the fishermen are tempted 


to \ enture too near the bars over which 
the Pacific waves break and foam so 
hea\ilv that death a\\aits those \\lio are 
forced upon these dangerous reefs 
The 


ebb tide s\\eeps seaward \\ith gieat ve- 
locity at the river's mouth 
Hence if the 


fishermen deh\ too long the hauling of 
their nets they arc liible to be swept upon 
the bar \\here amid the fury of breaking 


States, Demg knunn as Fort George by 
the English, but ictaming its original 
name while ui.der the domination ol this 
Government 
Astoria is now a thriving 


town, and lor the most part is built out 
over the mer on piling 
Steep hills rise 


in the rear of the town It is undoubtedly 
a mistaken notion that the piscatonal 
wealth ol the Columbia is inexhaustible 
Ot late yeais it has declined so rapidly as 
to create uneasiness among those who 
follow the canning industry The business 
ot salmon fiblung on the Columbia had 
its inception in a small catch made by 
two fisheinien in 1861 


Packing salmon in hermetically scaled 


cans on the west coast ol the United 
States was inaugurated on the Sacramen- 
to in 1864—an event fraught with most 
important consequences to that region 


Compared with modern machinery and 


apparatus for salmon canning the ma- 
terial and methods used in this experi- 
ment were very primitive 
As a result, a 


pait of the fir->t year's pack was worth- 
less 


Thus was established the salmon can- 


ning industry of the west coast 
which 


from this humble beginning, has sprcid 
from the Sacramento to distant Alaska 
and now ranks with the most important 
fishery enterprises of the world Tins will 
be readily appreciated when it is stated 
that 876 ooo ooo pounds of fresh salmon 
were utilised m the pack for the fourteen 
years ending in 1889 and the estimated 
value of the product—at the price paid 
the packers—reached the impressive total 
of $75 ooo ooo1 


The enormous proportions of this busi 


ness in recent years will be apparent 
when it is understood that the total pack 
of salmon of the Pacific Coast for the 
seison of iSg') was about 81600 ooo 
pounds contained in 1,700,000 cases

n\cr, the \\ealth of fish was bewildering 
and the supply seemed inexhaustible 


Hie first cannery on the Columbia was 


built m 1866 at Eagle Cliff, forty miles 
above Astoria

first year the pack v\as 4000 cases the 
next 18,000 while it reached a total of 
28,000 in 1868 


v\aves,they are almost instantlj suamped 
Although the faithfulness of hie savers 
stationed at Cape Disappointment has

often instrumental in snatching 


from death the v enturous fishers thus ex- 
posed, many lives are lost on the treach- 
erous bar, and every season brings its dis- 
mal record of fatalities 


These have been the favorite fishing 


spots of the Indians from time immemo- 


rial 
lleie the tubes came in summer, 


pitched their camps, and caught their 
winter's supply of iood 
I he Indian has 


been driven irom the held, and white men 
have obtained Irom the Government the 
exclusive right to fish 


Indians are, however, still employed by 


the eanneiymen in this blanch ot the sal- 
mon fisheiy, m which alone they continue 
to compete with their white brethren 
ihere is a certain kind ol fascination in 
watching these fishermen 
Ihey stand 


on rude platfoims jutting out over the 
broken and foaming torrent only far 
enough to afford a good position for 
opeiatmg the big d.p nets 
There is a 


grace ol pose and movement in the 
roughly clad fisherman, and a play of 
muscle in his strong arms,, as he thrusts 
his long-handled 
net downward and 


sweeps it along with the current as far as 
he can reach, with his body bent strongly 
forward, and the end of the pole resting 
against 
his shoulder 
It is a feat ol 


strength and balancing combined, for no 
novice could safely stand on the wet, 
slippery edge 01 the platform and sway

The Routine Necessary in the Process 


of Canonization. 


The Archbishop of Orleans has brought 


to Rome the acts of the "process" for the 
sanctification of the already 
"blessed" 


Joan of Arc. The acts are very volumi- 
nous; they contain over 2,000 pages of 
foolscap, which the Bishop will present to 
Leo XIII. before consigning them to the 
Congregation of Rites, for the continua- 
tion of the "process," which, if favorably 
judged, will lead eventually to the canon- 
ization of the French heroine. Although 
the proceedings are very complicated and 
long, Leo XIII. has expressed a great 
desire that the preliminaries may be has- 
tened so that the function shall take place 
during his pontificate, and, as it were, 
seal the good relations between France 
and the Holy See. 


Should the wish of the Pope be grati- 


fied, it will be the fourth ceremony of 
canonization that has taken place while he 
has occupied the chair of St. Peter, the 
three former having occurred in 1881, 
1888, and the last in May of this year. 
Now that the "process" before the Bish- 
opric of Orleans is finished, the members 
of the court that conducted it there, and 
the witnesses -wlie were heard, are freed

In the Salon 
of 1847 he exhibited a "Mosque near Al- 
giers" and a "View in the Ravines of the 
Chiffa," which at once attracted attention. 


EUGENE FROMENTIN. 


Mariliiat continued to influence him more 
or less during some twelve or thirteen 
years. 
For Decamps he had great re- 


spect, but regarded him as limited in 
technique—too greatly addicted to formu- 
las. In Delacroix he warmly admired the 
colorist, 'but recognized that the East 
which Delacroix had painted was wholly 
fantastic. From time to time Fromentin 
exposed in the Salon paintings which re- 
called the forceful dramatic elements of 
the art of Delacroix—such as the "Arabs 
Attacked by a Lion," the "Arabs At- 
tacked in a Mountain Ravine." and others 
of the kind; but more usually it was as 
though he had inherited the vision and

solcil concentre. In the Sahel volume the 
human interest rose at times to the front, 
and the charmingly mysterious figures of 
Vandell and Haona had delighted George 
Sand. 


DEEP DIVING. 


A remarkable diving feat was last year 


performed by Mr. Charles D. Meyers, of 
Cleveland, who succeeded in descending 
225 feet in his diving machine. 
Accord- 


ing to Siebe the greatest depth to which 
any ordinary diver has been known to 
descend is 210 feet, or 35 fathoms, which 
is equivalent to a pressure of 88J^ pounds 
to the square inch. 


A diver named Hooper made seven de- 


scents to a depth of 204 feet, or 34 fath- 
oms, in connections with the recovery 
of the cargo of the ship Cape Horn, 
wrecked off the coast of South America, 
and at one time he remained 42 minutes 
under water. 


A diver named Lambert, when recov- 


ering treasure from the Spanish mail 
steamer Alfonso XII., off the Canary 
Islands, made a descent of nearly 27 
fathoms, or 162 feet. 


The British Admiralty limit their di- 


vers to T20 feet, and the leading firm of 
Siebe. Gorman & Co., 
London, limit 


good divers to 140 feet, as a rule. 
The 


lowest depth to which an average diver 
will descend is 80 feet.

DANGER OF "FIREPROOF" BUILD- 


INGS. 


The recent great fire in London, which 


laid so many houses low, has done good 
service in calling attention to the utterly 
false security promised by so-called "fire- 
proof" buildings. The buildings arc so 
far fireproof that the materials used in 
their construction—iron and concrete— 
will not take fire. But what happens when 
such a structure is stored with highly in- 
flammable goods, should such goods be- 
come ignited? The building acts like a 
fireplace, its numerous staircases, 
lift 


shafts and windows acting as flues, until 
its interior is one mass of glowing heat. 
Then the heat acts upon the iron girders, 
causing them to lengthen by several 
inches, and tn exert an outward thrust 
upon the walls which speedily brings 
thorn down. Good, strong, old-fashioned 
oaken beams are far safer, for they take a 
long time to burn through, and they do 
not elongate by the action of heat. Tt is 
obvious that there is room for great im- 
provement in our methods of building 
construction in view of risk from fire.— 
Chambers' Journal.

tile notice of most of the 


obituary writers. Tic was Gtistave B. Cai- 
man, and at the headquarters 
for 
the 


trade that he established there are prob- 
ably 20.000,000 stamps 
stored 
away. 


They arc not, of course, of the rarest 


collections being afterward broken up 
and sold piecemeal. 
By a coincidence 


Julius Goldner, of Hamburg, the greatest 
wholesale dealer in stamps in Europe, 
died last month just before Mr. Caiman. 
Mr. Goldner's specialty was the purchase 
and sale of common stamps in very large 
quantities. 
What made him especially 


well known in the trade was his purchase 
of the dies and plates from which the 
postage stamps of the little island of 
Heligoland were printed, and from these 
he produced a great many millions of re- 
prints of the Heligoland stamps.

Cus- 
tomers now can buy complete sets where 
the schoolboy could buy only a single 
specimen. The boy trade hasn't disap- 
peared, but the principal dealers don't 
get so much of it. It goes to the small 
dealers and to collectors, who themselves 
have turned dealers in order to dispose 
of their duplicates.

The 
ancient 
institution 
at 


South Hadley, Mass., had been a great 
nursery of all that is best in our Ameri- 
can womanhood, and its graduates were 
naturally opposed to any change in its 
policy of conservatism. 
But now that 


a general reorganization in the dormi- 
tory system has been a natural result of 
the fire—a calamity which, instead of 
proving the destruction of a celebrated 
institution, as many feared, has not been 
without its blessing—these women are 
gradually becoming reconciled to the 
change. The fire not only swept away 
the ancient building, whose cornerstone 
was laid by Mary Lyons, but many of the 
characteristic institutions and traditions 
which that celebrated educator so highly 
prized. Even that most picturesque fea- 
ture of Mount Holyoke life, its domestic 
work, has undergone many modifications. 
The general desire of the older graduates 
for the preservation of the single build- 
ing, with its large dining room and "do- 
inestic hall." has been overruled, and in 
its place the authorities have taken ad- 
vantage of the cottage systems of Welles- 
ley and Smith. 


'The main features of the domestic 


work are still retained at the college. 
From a disciplinary point of view it is 
prized highly, and it is naturally a great 
financial saving to the college. It is be- 
lieved that it exerts a strong influence 
upon the character of Mount Holyoke 
graduates, and that this influence is 
marked in their efficiency and executive 
skill in after life. The conspicuous trait 
of the Holyoke alumna is her ability to 
"do things"—a trait to which the practice 
in system and co-operation acquired from 
this domestic work must have materially 
contributed.

WHIMS OF BULLETS. 


One Can Never Tell Where They Will 


Lodge In the Body. 


Within the past two years Dr. Samuel 


H. Qarvln, tbe jail physician, has been 
keeping the ballets extracted from tbe 
bodies of prisoners whose wounds were 
dressed before the men were placed behind 
the bars, says tbe Louisville Couri«r,-Jour- 
ual. The collection rapidly increased, but 
recently Dr. Gorvin found a number of 
Hie bullets missing from the little tin box 
: . which he keeps them and has never 
ocen able to trace them. Strolling into his 
office in the jail, a reporter found the' doc- 
tor closely examining the bullets which 
were scattered about the table. 
"It is something remarkable," he said, 


picking up one ot tbe small slugs tbat was 
battered and twisted out of shape, "how 
the human body will deflect a bullet. 
Now, this one recalls the time when a 
negro was sent here who was shot in tbe 
loft shoulder. I probed for some time 
without being able to locate the ball and 
was about to give the search up as hope- 
lees when I found It lodged securely un- 
der the man's tongue. He never felt it 
there and was greatly surprised when I 
out'it out. The operation never interfered 
with his speech afterward. 


"Now, this one reminds me of another 


peculiar case," contiuued the doctor, pick- 
ing np a piece of metal that was curved on 
one side and flat on the other. "A man 
named King was brought here recently, 
who was shot in th» lower part of the left 
jaw. I probed for the ball and succeeded 
in finding halt of the bulletrabove the ear, 
under tbe scalp. I waa never able to find 
tbe other half." 


The ball looked as if jit had been cut 


with a sharp knife, so smooth waa the 
surfaoe. So many persons Submit them- 
selves to tbe doctor's knife and thin, steel 
probe that he remembers but few of the 
names ef tbe persons upon whom he has 
operated, fie oited an instance where a 
man was shot between the toes and tho 
ball was taken out at tke ankle. 


One bullet bad been flattened from the 


broad end almost down to tbe middle. It 
bod turned in its flight. It had struck a 
negro squarely on the forehead, but snob 
was the resistance of the thick frontal 
bone tbat, innteail of penetrating Into the 
head, it* course waa abruptly stopped, and 
the ball was out from tho skin. Had it 
been a white man, Dr. Garvln said, tbe 
bullet would have pierced the forehend 
and entered the brain. 


Lying about tbe table were about SO of 


the little pieces of lead, bent and flattened 
into every conceivable shape, caused by 
striking or grazing the bone. Bach haa 
Its history, but a shooting bee is an ordi- 
nary occurrence, and the jail physician sel- 
dom bothers about tbe history or the de- 
tails of the case. 


In speaking of probing for bullets and 


peculiar incidents in regard to shooting 
scrapes Dr, Garvin recalled tbe day in I860 
whan Genernl Lovpll H. Rousseau was 
shot by Dr. Standiford in the courthouse 
yard, the provocation being a political dis- 
pute. General Koussoau waa carried into 
an office on Court place, where it waa 
found that he bad been shot in tbe center 
of the abdoman. When tbe location of the 
wound WM discovered, tbe physicians im- 
mediately gave up hope of General Boui- 
aaau's itoovety. On examination, bow- 
erar, tbty found that the ball had struck 
•be HUM aJba, tba dense, fibrous tissue, 
about an lack wMt. that extends around 
tba abdosMB. This aavad the general's 
Ufa. Tba tall circled around and lodged 
somewhere near tha spinal oolunin and 
Was mvfc tamovad.

You have all read of the man who got 


•afely over a high fence and then told 
with many gestures the enraged bull in 
the next lot to come on and fight it out. 
Well, that is about Boston's position 
regarding the threatened war with 
Bpain. The troopa in our harbor have 
been reinforced by a battery of skilled 
fighters, some ammunition has been sup.- 
plied the Winthrop mortars, more guns 
have been mounted and got ready for 
service, and the ahouters all stand on 
the corners, saying: "Let Spain come on, 
Boston is ready for war." To an extent 
that is true. Boston is as ready aa she 
can be for some months, with the excep- 
tion that torpedoes need to be placed in 
the harbor channels. At that she is not 
very well fortified, but in a, position, with 
the" aid of the navy, to take care of her- 
self under ordinary war conditions. But 
she has no business to be out looking 
for trouble, for she might find it.

Fr»m this report it appears that from 
July 22, 1S69, till May 3, 1871, the sole 
possession of the trustees of the univer- 
sity consisted of a copy of their charter 
and the book in which the record of their 
votes was preserved. Since the latter 
date, wholly by gifts and bequests by 
members of the board, and by careful 
business management, a vast educa- 
tional work has been carried on, and at 
the same time scholastic buildings and 
endowments accumulaated, until at the 
close of ths fiscal year the net assets of 
the university were over $1,600,000. All 
this in spite of the fact that it haas suf- 
fered loss by fire to the extent of $500,000 
during its 25 years of life. The future 
of tlfe university is assured, and its 
celebration should be a grand one.

ting half their lif ea. Thoy will lit on good 
eggs, on bad egga, on china eggs, on 
stones, on sticks, on nothing at all. Turned 
out of one place, they will sit in any oth- 
er. By actual experiment a certain Plym- 
outh Rock (of whose breed one of the 
many noble qualities la broodlnesa) per- 
sisted in sitting for six weeks running, 
though »bo was given no eggs at all and 
was treated with tbe greatest contumely, 
being moved from pillar to post and afflict- 
ed with sharp cornered cobblestones and 
duly driven away with violence from her 
pathetic attempt to convert these igno- 
minous roots into the noblo ones of Plym- 
outh. At tho end of tbe ciz weeks aba 
did give up farther Bitting, but sha ap- 
peared to entertain no grudge on account 
of her treatment 'and would on occasion 
come and eat out of the bands of her late 
tormentors. It was in the auturan when 
•be-roado this quixotic attempt, and she 
bad already in this same year brought off 
two fins broods of chickens — ono in early 
Match and tho other in June. 


Other hens will never sis at all. Tbe 


white Minorcas— -those hens with great 
combs, which look exactly like roosters 
and are called "Catalans" by the Spanish 
— will lay perhaps more eggs in a year 
than any other sort of hen, bat they will 
.not lay them in cold weather, and it is un- 
likely that any one of them was ever 
k»own to batch n brood of chickens. Tbe 
31 -noreas will, indeed, sometimes begin to 
sic, but they seam to be under tbe impres- 
sion that three days ought to be, in all 
conscience, a long enough timo in which 
to hatch out an egg, and at tho expiration 
of about that time they will abandon the 
attempt with a great flutter and much de- 
nunciatory oratory. If they are fastened 
down on the nest with a board placed 
above their backs, they will stand up a* 
high as they can under the board and 1st 
tbe cold air addle their eggs. It is doubt- 
ful if ever any human being, Biale or fe- 
male, wicked or pious, Christian or pagan, 
ever got through without profanity an at- 
tempt to make a Minorca ben sit. There 
are other breeds of nonsifeters, which are 
not merely too numerous but also too con- 
temptible to mention. 
The Plymouth 


Rock will not lay so many eggs in a year 
as tho Minorca, but sbo will l»y wbttt eho 
does jay when you want them, and she 
will perpetuate her kind. 


Strange to say, another kind of hen that 


makes a good mother is tbe game hen. 
Bho seems to bo engaged in an attempt to 
prove that a certain account of amazo- 
nianism is not icconai.stont with a proper 
rcpnrd for the duties of motherhood. A 
•set peaceful gentleman, not unconnected 
\\K.I tho work of the Humane society, 
moved into the country three or four years 
ago. 
Having occasion to purchase two or 


threo settings of eggs, he bought one of a 
good working woman, who lived on the 
outskirts of tbo town, and wbo happened 
to have male relatives of uport'ng proclivi- 
tfcs, though the gentleman did not know 
that, and would hardly have eared if he 
had known. The sporting proclivities of 
those persons could hardly affect tbe hens' 
egga raised on tbe piece. Tbe setting of 
eggs turned out beautifully, and in due 
time some exquisite little red chickens 
were running about with the old gray ben 
who bod been their foster mother. The 
chickens wore so pretty that they were ad- 
mired above ell others on tbe ploco. They 
grew apace, end before long their owner 
discovered that they wore engaged in war- 
faro most of tbe timo, either with one an- 
other or with other little chickens. Re- 
doubtable fighters they were, too, and 
while any one of them would easily whip 
any chicken of any other brood, when they 
fought with one another it seemed to be a 
fight to tbo death. 
The peaceable gentle- 


man deprecated these contests very much, 
but be was powerless to prevent (ham. 
What could make them fight act 


By and by a -village tradesman wbo hap- 


pened to be at the place one day noticed 
the chickens, looked at tbe gentleman who 
owned them, winked broadly and remark- 
ed, "Raisin games, eh?" "Raising what}" 
askod the humane guntlaman. "Why, 
game fowls," returned the other. "Game 
fowls? What can you be talking about? " 
said the gentleman, getting a little not- 
tied. "why, I never thought of such A 
thing!" "Well, them's game chiokcns, 
just the same, "said the tradesman. A 
light dawned on tho humane gentleman's 
mind. Tbo proclivities of tho men of tbe 
household from which ho had purchased 
the sitting of eggs had indeed led them to n 
partiality -tor game fowls, and by iniio- 
contly buying a baker's doznn of egstnfrona 
the woman of tbe house anil putting them 
under a hen ho had unconsciously em- 
barked in tho business of keeping fighting; 
cocks. He sacrificed tho chickens as eoon ns 
they wore bis enough to broil and found 
1hcm most excellent eating, but it is 
doubtful if be will evur ba able to get up a 
reputation in tbnt town as n preventer of 
cruolty to animals.— Boston Transcript.

. WHENCE THE CATt 


Probably Adopted by Man Eubieqaeat te 


the Hunting- Ay«. 


It la Impossible te trace the origin of tha 


domestic oat with certainty to any osist- 
ine ipecics or variety of wildcat. Indeed 
tbe time at which tho cat was first domes- 
ticated and introduced to human society is 
simply a matter of conjecture. Professor 
Staler expresses the opinion that tbe do- 
mestication of the cot roust have been 
much later than that of the dog, while nat- 
uralists give reasons for believing to the 
lontrary. 


Some people agree with Professor Shaler 


and for this reason: That dogs were prob- 
ably first domesticated in order to assist in 
bunting, and therefore probably in what 
is called the hunting age of human so- 
ciety ; whereas tbo cat has nowhere beon 
generally used as a hunting animal. The 
dog is essentially gregarious. He loves to 
hunt in packs, and when introduced to a 
human family ha regards tbe family ns his 
pack and hunts accordingly, so thafc ho is 
easily made serviceable by tbe human 
hunter. The cat, on the contrary, is un- 
social. It lives alone and bunts alone, so 
that it could not be expected to be easily 
trained to bunt, either with men or for 
men. 
In fact, tbe only member of tbe ca4 


family that is known to have been trained 
to bunt Is the cheetah, though an ancient 
Egyptian painting, which may be seen in 
tbo British museum, reprosens a cat which, 
is apparently assisting a hunter to catch 
birds. 


Thero is another reason for thinking 


that tho cat must have bean adopted by 
man after tbe bunting age—namely, the 
oat's wonderful attachment to localitira. 
Animals liko the wolf, with which the 
dog is most closely allied, follow their 
prey over vast tracts of country and seem 
to be entirely destitute of local attach- 
ment. The wildcat, on tbe contrary, set- 
tles down in a particular spot and waits 
for its prey to coma. When removed from 
its accustomed habitat, it seems to lose ita 
ekill, and therefore would bo useless to 
men in a hunting age, because in tiiat aga 
men seldom bad fixed habitations, but 
roamed abroad wherever gamo was to ba 
found. 
Of course much of this is con 


jecture. Wlwthar tbe cat or tho dog was 
first adopted by m»a cannot now/ua cer- 
tainly known, but tbe cat was well known 
»s a domestic animal at an early period of 
human history.—Boston Journal.

Drury Schoel Exercisei For the Por- 


trait to be HekJ April 8. 


The Mrrlo* of tribute to th« l«te Anion 


D. Miner, r*otntly sp«k*a of th**e ool- 
omn*, will ba hold Friday afterneoD, April 
8, the day the schools olosa. The place 
ha* not y«t b*«n decided npon, bni it will 
not be in any school hall. It may be in 
the Methodist ohnroh, and if not there it 
will probably be held in Grand Army 
hall. The service will be Attended by the 
pupil* of all grade* in Drury academy. 
These pupils have contributed money for 
the purchase of a fine lif*-*iee picture of 
Mr. Miner which is being made by Artist 
Stewart of Brattltboro, Vt., and which 
will be finished by the time set for the 
memorial service. The picture will be 
hung in the place where the service is' 
held and will afterwards be placed in 
Drury hall where it will permanently 
remain. 


Superintendent Hall will preside at the 


meeting and Miss Eva Basking, principal 
of the Braytonville school, will read a 
paper on the life and work of Mr. Miner 
iu connection with the schools of this 
city. Short addrsstes will be made by O. 
A. Archer and D. A. Anderson of the 
school board and the singing will be by a 
choir of 12 voices from the high school. 
Mr. Miner's favorite poem, "Oh I why 
should the spirit of n o tal be proud ? will 
be read by Miss Adelaide Fowler, teacher 
of the ninth grade in Drury. 


Mr. Miner was connected with the pub- 


lic schools of this city for over 23 year* 
aad held the office of superintendent for 
about 17 years. He closed his work here 
five years ago next Jane and went to Min- 
nesota to take a responsible position in an 
Episcopalian school. He died shortly 
afterward and was brought back for 
burial in the city where hi* life work had 
been done. 


Such a service a* is to be held is most 


fitting, and the picture to be placed in 
Drury hall will be highly prized by all 
who ever knew Mr. Miner, and especially 
by those who were associated with aim 
iu school work as students or teacher*.

Or. John Fiske Refutes the Sta 


That It Wat a Riot.

Then wa* a large audience at the 


Baptlit church Friday evening, for the 
lecture by Dr. John Fiske. The ohnroh 
WM , elaborately decorated with 
the 


nationaliiolors, and a, medley of Ameri- 
can alra/on the organ by John Howe* 
added to th* patriotic atmosphere of the 
evening. Dr. Fiske was introduced by 
Mr*. F. A. Walker. 
The lecture was 


clear and conclusive, 
following 
the 


method which has made Dr. Fiske's 
written works the recognized authority 
in American history. 
There was no 


doubt about his conclusions, so carefully 
were they drawn from the detailed cir-j j 
cu instances which led to the important 
events, 


The subject of the leetsrs was "The 


Boston Tea Party," but the causes ot it 
were far more inclusive than the one 
event, and threw light on the revolution 
as a whole. The conclusion of the lecture 
was tbat the throwing ot the tea into 
Boston harbor,was justified, and was not 
the act ot a mob. Dr. Fiske began with 
the statements of some recent historians 
that the Boston tea party was a riot, 
which should be frowned upon. He then 
began with the early questions which 
arose in the government of the colonies, 
and/outlined the policy of British rnle till 
•tae' culmination of resistance in Bostoc 
harbor. As Dr. Fiske was himself one of 
the first so demand justice for the Tories 
and to sbow that tney were not to be de- 
spised by true Americans, his statements 
in this question have additional weight. 


After the lecture Dr. Flake was given a 


reception at the home of Mrs. Boss, who 
entertained nim, and members and fami- 
lies of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, nnder whose auspices he was 
brought here, met him in a pleasant social 
way.
